Birmingham, Ala., Apri] !1.—(Special.)— 
Returns from today’s ovrimary have come 
in tonight in desultory fashion, but 
enough is known to insure, beyond any 
peradventure, the nomination of B. B. 
Comer, of Birmingham, 
che railroad commission by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

Mr. Comer {s the exponen: of cheap 
railroad rates and state regulation of 
railroad corporations. His opponents in 
the primary were John V. Smith, the in- 
cumbent; Reuben F. Kolb and W. H. 
Compton. 

Hobson Is Defeated. 

Bankhead appears to have won in the 
sixth district over Hobson by a safe ma- 
jority. The hero's mesmeric spell seems 
not to have held the voters until election 
day. Bankhead will undoubtedly be re- 
turned to congress. ‘Tom Heflin, the bril- 
liant young secretary of state, has un- 
doubtedly been selected over his four 
opponents to succeed the lamented 
Thompson in congress from the fourth 
district. He will fill the unexpired term 
as well as the full term succeeding. Gov- 
ernor Jelks will be called upon to appoint 
his successor as secretary of state. 

Hon. A. A. Wiley has been renominated 
to congress from the second district, 
his opponent being Bibb Graves, of Mont- 
gomery. 
One of the liveliest contests in the state 
was in the seventh district, in northern 
Alabama. Hon. John H. Burnett, the 
present congressman, and John H. Lusk, 
of Guntersville, being the contestants. 
Che anti-railroad prejudice was worked 
for all it was worth, Burnett being 
charged with having at some time ridden 
on a pass, and it looked blue for him for 
awhile, but the returns seem to show 
that Burnett wil] be returned to Wash- 
ington.

Washington, April I1.—The report of 
the McCall investigating committee will 
be filed in the house tomorrow. The re- 
port, jt is understood, will be signed by 
every member of the committee, although 
supplemental views will be added by one 
or more of the democratic members. 

The Post tomorrow will say that the 
report of the McCall committee will criti- 
cise Fourth Assistakt Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow for the preparation of the 
“charges concerning members” document 
and will not cénsure any member of 
the house. 

“The bavis of the criticism of Mr. Bris- 
tow,”’ The Post will say, “is that he 
caused to be prepared an official docu- 
ment, in which the names of senators

‘While the methods may be criticisea 
it is the belief of the committee that 
members who followed them should not 
be censured because, in the judgment of 
the committee, no member was gullty 
of moral wrong.’’

RUSSIAN FORTS OPEN FIRE 
ON HARMLESS MERCHANTMEN 


IUCHWANG, April !1.—An official 
N explanation was issued today of the 

firing of guns from the forts here 
last night, which has caused a certain 
amount of excitement and the killing 
of two Chinese. It appears from the 
official statement that owing to the fact 
that the officers of the garrison did not 
understand the system of cuStoms flash 
signals in use at the mouth of the river, 
for the purpose of signaling the depth 
of water on the bar so ag to enable ships 
to. put to sea, fire was opened last night 
at some pilot boats and outward bound 
The vessels were sighted 
by the forts some time after midnight 
and at 1#2:30 the artillery opened fire on 
the vessels, twenty-four shots being fired, 
including projectiles from large guns. 


The effect of the fire had not been re- 
ported up to noon today. but the firing 
caused excitement among the troops, dur- 
ing which a sentry fired on and killed two 
Chinese Sampvja nen opposite the foreign 
settlement and 3 miles frem the forts. 
The Chinese had become alarmed at the 
firing and were endeavoring to crosg the 
river. In view of the reports received 
here of Japanese activity in Korea and 
of the arrival of the Japanese troops on 
the Yalu river, it is understood the troops 
of the garrison had been fully warned 
that it was possible the Japanese wouid 
make an attack on this place, and the 
citizeng on hearing the firing naturally 
supposed the attack was being made last 
night.

SHARP FIGHTS 
BETWEEN JAPS 
AND RUSSIANS 


Constant Skirmishing Is Re- 
ported To Be Going on Be- 
yond Yalu River 


ONE JAPANESE GENERAL 
REPORTED 10 BE WOUNDED 


Skirmishes Occur Between the Ad- 
vance Guard of Japanese Army 
and the Cossack Outposts. 
Russians Continue To 
Fall Back.

T. PETERSBURG, April 11.— 


Dispatches received from the 

Far East report constant skir- 
mishing between the Japanese forces 
which have crossed the Yalu and the 
Russian outposts. 

The Russian pickets, in obedience 
to instructions, fall back when hard 
pressed by the Japanese. Several of 
these skirmishes have been hotly con- 
tested, and there have been several 
casualties on both sides. 

It is no part of the Russian plan 
of campaign to bring on a general 
engagement at present. The Cossack 
detachments which form the advance 
guard have been ordered to harass 
the advancing Japanese in every way 
possible, but always to fall back 
when outnumbered.

RUSSIAN GOVEENMBYT 
BUYING GERMAN SHIPS. 
London, pru i!.—The Russian gov- 
ernment has not ceased its purchases of 
German trans-Atlantic liners, according 
to a dispatch from Berlin. The corre- 
that negotiations are 
purchase of a consid- 
erable number of German vessels. These

TAKE UP FIGHT 


Will Secure Counsel and 
Test the Peonage 
Laws. 


Tifton, Ga., April M.—A mass meeting 
of Tifton citizens was held in the city 
court hal} for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion on the peonage case of 8S. M. Clyatt, 
which has been certified by the United 
States circuit court of appeals in New 
Orleans to the United States supreme 
court for information. This case, as al- 
ready mentioned in these columns, is 
the first conviction in many years under 
the United States peonage laws, and 
arose from Mr. Clyatt having two negroes 
who had left his employ arrested in Flor- 
ida under warrants from this state on 
charges of gambling and larceny. Five 
*housand dollars is reported to have been 
pledged towards securing the best legal 
talent in the country to see that Mr. 
Tiyatt’s side of the case was properly pre- 
Bented to the supreme court. An effort 
will be made to employ Mr. Blihu Root. 

Every turpentine operator and saw mill 
man, as well as every one employing la- 
bor in this section, feels that they are 
affected by Judge Swayne’s -construction 
of this law, and take a vital interest in 
the case. 

Following are the three points the case 
was certified to the supreme court upon 
for information: 

“Ig the act of unlawfully and forcibly 
arresting and returning a person to the 
custody and control of such person's cred- 
itors, to be by him held against the will 
of the debtor, to labor to pay the debt, 
a violation of the laws of the United 
States within the meaning of section 5526 
of the revised statutes of the United 
Btates? 

‘Is the act of unlawfully and forcibly 
arresting and returning a pe.son to the 
custody and control of such person's cred- 
itor to be by him held against the will 
of the debtor, to labor to pay the debt, 
a violation of the laws of the United 
States within the meaning of section 5526, 
of the revised statutes of the United 
States, at the time of the arrest and re- 
turn of such person, there existed in the 
state to which he was returned to be so 
held, no statute of the state or usage 
therein creating or sanctioning a peonage 
or a system of peonage? 

“Do the acts and conduct of the de- 
fendant as charged in the indictment con- 
stitute the offense of holding, arresting 
or returning to a condition of peonage 
within the purview of section 5523 of the 
revised statutes?’’

Huntsville, Ala., April 1!1!.—(Special.)— 
The Christian church trouble was con- 
tinued today by the trustees who were 
dispossessed of the church building yes- 
terday.

Washington, April !!.—The house today 
passed the bill reported by the commit- 
tee on rivers and harbors, appropriating 
63,000,000 for the restoration or main- 
tenance of channels, or of other river and 
harbor improvements. Mr. Burton, 
chairman of the committee, explained its 
provisions and urged the adoption of set- 
tled principles with regard to river and 
harbor work, with the view to consider- 
ing each project according to its merits. 
Mr. Burton said the amounts expended 
for rivers and harbors when the vast ex- 
tent of our waterways was considered 
was very small. He favored the adoption 
of a policy of pushing matters to comple- 
tion as rapidly as possible and declared 
that congress should not undertake any- 
thing which could not be completed with- 
In a reasonably short time. The system 
pursued in the United States, he thought, 
contrasted most unfavorably with those 
of foreign countries. The one great defect 
in our system was the insufficiency of the 
engineering corps of the army. He favor- 
ed the policy of requiring communities 
interested in Mver or harbor improve- 
ments to participate in the expense and 
gaid that preference should be given to 
channels and harbors which benefit a 
great area. 

Discussing the question of inland water- 
ways, Mr. Burton called attention to 
vast sums, amounting to many millions 
of dollars, which would be required to 
eonstruct them, and declared that the 


adoption of any one of them would fur- | 


mish a precedent for the adoption of all. 

In favoring broad and liberal treatment 
of rivers and harbors, Mr. Ransdell, of 
Louisiana, a member of the committee, 
said he would support a Dill carrying 
@100,000,000 because the people now are 
ready for it and would applaud its pas- 
page. He regretted the present measure 
emergency one.

the floods of the Missouri river than could 
be found in all those Islands. 

“Instead,’’ he vigorously declared, amid 
applause, “‘of squandering money to hold 
the Filipinos in subjection to educate the 
Hawaiians and to carry the mail at an 
exorbitant price to the cannibals of the 
Fiji islands, you had better be taking 
care of this land you have got at home.”

The officials of the Mobile, Jackson and 
Kansas City road have decided to change 
the survey of their line in Webster coun- 
ty so as to run through both Mathison 
and Maben. The road will cross the 
Southern railway at Mathison. Simulta- 
neous with the acceptance of the proposi- 
tion made to the railroad officials by the 
town of Maben, the citizens of that place 
have launched a movement to establish 
an oi] mill and fertilizer factory with a 
capital stock of $150,000. 

The citizens of Decatur, the county 
seat of Newton county, have appealed to 
the railroad commission to have the M. 
J. & K. C. road come nearer to the cen- 
ter of that town. A new bank has been 
established, new mercantfle ventures are 
being planned and the town has been 
thoroughly awakened after a slumber of 
more than fifty years. 

Surveyors for the proposed new line 
of the Southern railway from Webbd to 
Memphis will be put in the fleld within 
the next ten days to lay off a prelimina® 
survey. 

It is believed that the shops of the new 
Mobiie, Jackson and Kansas City road 
will be located either at Newton, the 
junction with the Alabama and Vicks- 
burg road, or at Louisville, the county 
seat of Winston county. 

The Southern railway is making good 
progress with the construction of its 40- 
mile branch line from Okalona to a point 
in Calhoun county not yet decided upon. 

A citizens’ committee has been named 
at Collins to submit a proposition for the 
proposed Mississippi, Louisiana and Tex- 
as road to pass through that place. This 
line has been surveyed from Pensacola 
to Texarkana, having connections through 
to Guthrie, Okla., and thence through 
Kansas to Denver. The people of Col- 
lings have proposed to float a $f00,000 is- 
sue of bonds to secure the construction of 
the road. 

Greenwood Grows Rapidly’ 

No town in Mississippi is displaying a 
more remarkable growth during the past 
few months than Greenwood, the county 
seat of Leflore county, and the communDi- 
tv promises to become the most important 
city between Jackson and Memphis. 

A plan is on foot at Greenwood to pur- 
chase the waterworks and electric light 
plants at a cost of about $125,000 and a 
stock company has been formed for the 
purpose of building an electric street raii- 
way.

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As to New York Again. 

It is generally admitted that the 
Brooklyn delegation to the New York 
state convention is divided on the 
proposition as to whether or not New 
York will “instruct for” or “indorse” 
Judge Parker at the state convention 
which meets next Monday. 

The Brooklyn primaries were held 
Saturday night and The Constitution, 
in its effort to make impartial pre- 
sentation ef the news, published Sun- 
day morning what it believed to be 
an accurate report of the result. As 
to whether or not it was accurate let 
next Monday speak! Suffice it here 
to say that the special printed in The 
Constitution Sunday was from the 
office of The New York Times, it 
having been ordered from that source 
because of the impartiality, fairness 
and well-known conservatism of The 
Times as a newsgatherer. The corre- 
spondent sendirg the special is in the 
regular service of The Times and is 
regarded as one of the most careful 
and closely observant of New York 
correspondents. 

At best it is admitted that the dele- 
gates are badly divided on the ques- 
tion of instructions, but fortunately 
the situation becomes an open book 
next Monday, and the developments 
of that day will tell the people the 
story as to the presidential nomina- 
tion. As The Constitution has fre- 
quently said, if New York instructs 
for Parker on Monday the contest for 
the presidential nomination will be at 
an end and the nomination of a digni- 
fied, safe, conservative, broad Amer- 
ican citizen will be assured. 

The Constitution regrets that the 
action of the Brooklyn primaries was 
not more definite. According to all 
newspaper reports, every effort was 
made to send instructed Parker dele- 
gates to the state convention, and had 
Brooklyn done this the action of New 
York would have been assured, not- 
withstanding the recalcitrant aitti- 
tude of Murphy and the Tammany co- 
horts in Manhattan. 

For many reasons, The Constitu- 
tion hopes that the New York state 
convention will not evade a clean cut 
expression on the presidential ques- 
tion. The _ situation will become 
greatly simplified by such instruc- 
tions. Such action on the part of New 
York will practically eliminate every 
other candidate, but any less definite 
action will have the effect of compli- 
cating matters and rendering exceed- 
ingly doubtful the result of the St. 
Louls convention. | 

Fortunately, New York acts in less 
than a- week and, in The Constitu- 
tion’s opinion, every indication points 
to definite instructions for Judge 
Parker. 

The Constitution's readers neéd not 
be assured that the news develop- 
ments of the situation will be fully 
covered by this paper—more com- 
pletely than it will be possible to get 
them from the columns of any other 
southern newspaper. 

We hear an occasional croak from 
a local contemporary which always 
shuts its eyes and closes its columns 
to an impartial presentation of news 
reports in conflict with its jaundiced 
and prejudiced policy—but that is not 
The Constitution’s way. 

While we sincerely hope that New 
York will instruct for Parker, believ- 
ing it to be best, as a prompt and 
emphatic solution of a party problem, 
we recognize the fact that our first 
obligation is to give with the utmost 
fairness and impartiality the news 
reports from both sides of the ques- 
tion ‘now uppermost in the public 
mind. The people are entitled to this 


| consideration. Whatever may be The 


Constitution’s position, this paper can 
be depended upon to make daily pre- 
sentation in its news columns of the 
developments which, from day to 
day, are pointing the way to the ac- 
tion of the New York state conven- 
tion on next Monday. 

Believing that an instructed delega- 
tion from New York will be put be- 
hind Judge Parker, and feeling that 
this is the wisest course for the 
democracy of that state to pursue as 
leading the way for other states 
which subsequently act, The Consti- 
tution will, ag usual, deal fairly with 
its readers in the presentation of un- 
biased and unprejudiced news re- 
ports. 

Such a broad and liberal policy 1s 
unknown, and unheard of, among 
some of The.Constitution’s contem- 
poraries, who are never happier than 
when criticising this paper; but for- 
tunately The Constitution’s success 
depends upon the good will of the 
people and not upon the snarling and 
jealous opinion of contemporaries 
who live, and mildew, in the shade— 
while The Constitution, as a prophet 
of sunshine and happiness, gets closer 
day by day to the hearts of the peo- 
ple.

Disgraceful Legislative Favoritism. 

The paragraph providing for the 
creation of the office of military sec- 
retary and the abolition of the adju- 
tant general’s division of the war de- 


} partment, placing at the head of the 


newly created division Brigadier Gen- 
eral Ainsworth and conferring upon 
him the rank and title of major gen- 
eral, has been incorporated in the 
military appropriation bill, which 
has just been agreed upon by both 
houses of congress. The paragraph 
contains a restrictive provision ‘that 
the rank of major general shall go to 
General Ainsworth, but to none of his 
successors in the office of military 
secretary who shall’ not rank higher 
than brigadier general. 

No more disgraceful act of legis 
lative favoritism can be found upon 
the records of national legislation. 
Both houses of congress have, in this 
act, conspired to the elevation of a 
favorite and to the cheapening of the 
title of major general, and so far as 
we have been able to determine from 
the records, the responsibility must 
rest upon the majority of the demo- 
crats as well as the majority of the 
republicans. 

General Ainsworth has, as the head 
of the record and pension division of 
the war department, proved an effi- 
cient officer. He has shown execu- 
tive ability entirely worthy of com- 
mendation and a good salary. In re- 
turn for this he was, upon the insist- 
ence of his friends, made a colonel. 
Later by special legislation he was 
made a brigadier general for the same 
service, this act providing that no 
succeeding head of that division 
should rank higher than colonel. Now 
for the same service, and in return for 
his diplomatic jollying of members of 
congress, he is elevated to the high- 
est rank in the service—a rank tHat 
should certainly never be conferred 
upon anybody who has not earned dis- 
tinction in the fighting arm of the 
sei vice. 

General Ainsworth is a “good fel- 
low.” In his purely clerical duties 
he has, as we have said, earned all 
the commendation claimed for him by 
his friends. But of military experience 
he has absolutely none. He was an 
army doctor when ‘he first took charge 
of the division with which he has been 
identified, and if he ever smelled 
gunpowder it must have been by acci- 
dent. 

To make such a man a brigadier 
general was, to our notion, a legis- 
lative mistake; to make him a major 
general is designed to bring contume- 
ly and contempt upon all military ti- 
tles. 

We have looked in vain f6r those 
gentlemen who inveighed against Gen- 
eral Wood’s confirmation to stand 
boldly against such favoritism, but 
they have not chirped. While there 
may have been no great principle in- 
volved, it was natural to have ex- 
pected that the democratic members 
of the tWo military committees, that 
of the senate and that of the house, 
woulé oppose this proposition upon 
the grounds of economy, if for no 
other reasons, but these gentlemen 
have, for the most part, remained si- 
lent. When the matter was before 
the senate, Senator Cockrell, the rank- 
ing democrat upon the military af- 
fairs committee, advocated the Ains- 
worth advancement; Senator Black- 
burn, who made such a long fight 
against General Wood’s confirmation, 
was expected to lead the fight against

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City-Owned Street Cars. 

Of considerable interest, in the light 
of the frequent controversies in this 
country over municipal control of pub- 
lic utilities, is an official report just 
made by Mr. Walter C. Hamm, United 
States consul at Hull, England, de- 
scribing the operations of the electric 
street railway system there, which is 
the property of the city. Mr. Hamm 
makes some rather important state- 
ments concerning the financial side of 
municipal operation. In the course of 
his report he says: 


The tramway system here is superior 
in many respects toe that éxisting in al- 
wiost any American city. It is owned 
and operated by the city. The cars are 
double-deckers and the fare {s id (2 cents) 
on all lines and for all distances. The 
financia] resuikis of this low-fare system 
are equally interesting. During the lat- 
est twelve months reported on there were 
10 miles of double track, or 20 miles of 
single track, in operation. The gross 
income is about $445,000; the cost of 
operation was about $233,000. This left 
@ gross profit of $212,000, and, deduct- 
ing interest on the investment and the 
sinking sum, a net profit of $122,000, or 
an average of about $12,000 a mile of 
double track, which went into the cily 
treasury. 

The wages paid look low to an Amert- 
can. Motormen receive from $6.75 to 
$8.50 a week and conductors from $5 to 
$6.50 a week. But it must be remember- 
ed that the house rents and some kinds of 
provisions are lower in England than in 
most American cities. This difference 
might make it necessary to add $2 a week 
to the wages of Hull motormen and con- 
ductors when comparing them with the 
wages of the same class of American 
workingmen. But as the total wages 
paid on the whole system was a little 
less than ithe net profits, after deducting 
interest and sinking fund, it is evident 
that wages could be doubled and still a 
small profit be shown. All the employ- 
ees are of an excellent class—fully equal 
in intelligence and efficiency to those em- 
ployed on any street car line. A day's 
work consists of 'ten hours, the cars be- 
‘ing run from 5 a, m. to 11:30 p. m. The 
speed varies in different parts of the 
city, the maximum being !2 miles an 
hour. The overhead trolley is used. The 
length of track is being constantly added 
to and al] the leading streets will soon 
have car lines.

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PERIODICAL BOOKS BARRED. 


They Can’t Go Through Mails as 
Second-Class Matter. 

Washington, April tt.—The United 
States supreme court today decided that 
books published periodically are not en- 
titled to transmission through the mails 
as’'second-class mail matter. The opin 
lon was delivered by Justice Brown and 
covered three cases against the postmas 
ter general, instituted by eastern pub- 
lishers. The chief justice and Justice 
Harlan dissented. 


The question decided has been the sub- 


ject of a long controversy between the 


postoffice department and the publish- 
ers, both before congress and in the 
department. For sixteen years and under 
eleven postmasters general, these publica- 
tions were carried as second-class matte’, 
though under protest from the depart- 
mént which made many efforts to have 


the jaw modified or repealed, but withou: 
success. Failing in this, the postmaster 
general issued an order in 1902 excluding 
the books from the second-class rate. 
Thereupon the matter was taken to the 
courts, the effect being that the postmas- 
ter genera] was sustained by the final de- 
cision as rendered today.

Supreme Court Holds Against Ex- 
Postal Official. 


Washington, April tl.—in an opinion by 
Justice Brewer, the supreme court of 
tne United States sustained and affirmed 
the opinion~of the circuit court of the 
United States for the southern district ot 
New York in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings of George W. Beavers, late chief of 
the salary and allowance division of the 
postoffice department v. William Henkle, 
United States marshal. This’case grows 
out of the prosecution ‘of Beavers on the 
charge of aaving received money from the 
Edward J. Brandt-Dent Company, for 
procuring a contract for the government, 

The case turned upon the efficacy of an 
indictment in removal proceedings, and 
the court held that within the spirit o: 
the rule giving full effect to the records 
and judicial proceedings of the court, ap 
indictment found by the proper grand 
jury should be accepted everywhere 
tarough the United States as.at least 
prima facie evidence of probable cause. 
And the place where such inquiry must 
‘be had and the decision of a@ grand jury 
obtained is the locality in which by the 
constitution and laws the final trial must 
be had. 

The court held that the proceeding in 
tnis case was very different from that in 
a matter involving extradition, and de- 
cided all other points raised against Beav- 


ers,

NEW MEASURES 
ARE PROPOSED 


City Comptroller May Be 
Elected by the 
Council. 


Two measures of tonsidefable impor- 
tance to officials of the municipality will 
be acted upon during the meeting of the 
committee on ordinances, Councilman 
Hynds chairman, which is to be held to- 
morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

One comes from the finance commit- 
tee, of which Alderman Inman is chair- 
man. It provides that an amendment 
be secured to the charter of the munici- 
pality during the next session of the 
general assembly, which will permit the 
election of the city comptroller by the 
general council instead of by the people, 
It is said that this measure will prot- 
ably be approved by the ordinance com- 
mittee and recommended to the general 
council for adoption. 

The reason that the change is desired 
is the statement that the comptroller of 
the municipality must be by nature suit- 
ed for his office, which deals entirely with 
financiering, and it is the opinion that 
council is better able than are the peo- 
ple to determine such qualifications. « 

The other measure is an ordinance 
which repeals an ordinance adopted sev- 
eral sessions ago. The law that is now 
in force provideg that all persons who 
desire making openings in the streets for 
any purpose be required to secure a per- 
mit for the work from the commissioner 
of public works. 

The opposition to the existing laws 
comes front the office of the city elec- 
trician, who is oppOsed to going to the 
commissioner of public works for per- 
mits. It is stated that the measure has 
Some feeling between the two 
city officials. 

It is stated that the committee on or- 
dinances, which recommended the first 
ordinance for adoption, will act unfavor- 
ably unon the repealing measure, in 
which case the commissioner of puDlic 
works will continue to be the only per- 
30n. who can’ issue permits for openings 
in the streets.

LEONARD WOOD. 
XILLING: MOROS 


Another Bloody Campaign Is 
Reported in Philippines, 


Moros Attacked United States Troops 
Without Provocation and ~ 
General Wood Retaliates by 

Well Nigh Wiping Out 
the Hostiles. 


Washington, April f[1.—The following 
bulletin was posted at the war depart- 
ment today: 

General Wood reportg that he invited 
Sultan Taraca to meet him at Vicars on 
Maroh 3! for consultation and that the 
sultan refused to come and instead made 
extensive hostile preparations, Marching 
columns from Marshut and Vicars left 
on the 2d of April to assemble the cav- 
alry. The Vicars’ column was fired into 
about 10 miles from Vicars and one en- 
listed man was seriously wounded. The 
Marshut column was strongly resisted at 
the mouth of the Taraca river, although 
every effort was made to accomplish a 
peaceful landing; two enlisted men were 
seriously wounded. The combined force 
assembled in the valley on the 4th of 
April and a large number of fortified 
cottas were destroyed from April 4 to 
April 7. The troopg then returnéd to 
their proper stations. 

Newcomb, company K, Seventeenth in- 
fantry, and Wampler, company D, Twen- 
ty-third infantry, were killed. Wvery ef- 
fort was made to bring the Moros to 
terms peacefully, but in each instance 
our troops were attacked before firing a 
shot and force was only used when all 
peaceful methods failed and the enemy 
attacked us. The two chiefs who have 
been at the bottom of all the trouble 
on the east side of the Linao for two 
years are now in hiding and they will 
be arrested if possible. 

General Wade, so whom General Wood's 
report was made and who transmitted it 
to the department, adds that the condi- 
tions in the Taraca valley for the last 
three months had been such as to render 
the above action absolutely necessary.

WOMEN TAKING 
MODERN CHURCH 


New York Preacher Sounds 
Warning Against Femi- 
nine Color, 


Chicago, April 1!1.—There ig a marked 
tendency in the modern church for 
preaching and church activity to take 
a feminine color, according to the Rev. 
William R. Notman, at the Fourth Pres- 
byterian church. He was preaching on

Men ask if it is possible 
for a clergyman who preaches to more 
women than men to avoid molding his 
sermon to women’s nature, Will not the 
preaching ‘of the gospel, it is asked, lose 
some of its manly tone?” 

“I believe the ministry needs to guard 
against this tendency. The church should 
be for men as well as for women. 

“Women walk by faith more than men.

BY CONTRACTORS 


soi Granite Will Form Foun- 
dation for Candler Building, 


Ata Depth of Seventeen Feet This 
Rock Has Been Struck, and It 
Will Be Necessary To Blast 
the Remaining Eleven 
Feet. 


Solid rock has been struck by the con- 
tractors who are excavating for the foun- 
dations of the Candler building which is 
to be erected at the corner of Peachtree 
and Houston streets, 

Rock was struck at a depth of !7 feet. 
The work of excavating will not be stop- 
ped on account of it. 

It is the intention to excavate to a 
depth of 28 feet and construct a sub- 
basement. Blasting through solid rock 
for |! feet ig quite an undertaking, but 
the idea:of constructing a sub-basement 
will not be abandoned on account of it. 

The work of excavating is being done 
by W. N. O’Brien, of the firm of O’Brien 
Bros. 

Mr. O’Brien stated yesterday that he 
had@ received instructions to level off at 
his present maximum depth. When that 
is done the character of the rock that 
must be blasted through may more eaSily 
be ascertained and it will then be esti- 
mated exactly what the additional cost 
will be. 

A contractor who watched the work 
yesterday stated that the character of the 
rock will change after 3 or 4 feet more 
have been taken off, the underlying rock 
being solid granite of the same kind 
that composes Stone mountain. 

Certain it ig that the new Candler 
building wil] have the best foundation of 
any of the tal] buildings of Atlanta, It 
will literally be built upon a Tock and 
that the rock continues for some distance 
into the earth is believed by those_ who 
remember the experience of those who 
bored for artesian water some years ago. 
The old well was located at the corner 
of Peachtree and Marietta street. At a 
depth of about 20 feet solid rock was 
struck, and although water was finally 
found it. was at a depth of hundreds of 
feet and the rock formation continued 
as far down as the drilis went. 

Wherever excavations 4 made in 
Atlanta this rock formationfs found after 
a certain depth has been 1 ached, which 
gives color to what has often been stated, 
and that is that beneath Atlanta is solid 
granite, which makes a foundation of the 


entire city.

CATHOLIC MISSIONS IN SOUTH. 


Ways and Means Discussed at Wash- 
ington Meeting. 
Washington, April !!.—The ways and 
means of carrying on missionary work in 
the south were earnestly discussed at 
today’s session of the missionary con- 
ference of the Catholic university. Rev. 
Edwin Drury, of Kentucky, pointed out 
the unsatisfactory methods in vogue. A 
resolution offered by Rev. Xavier Sutton, 
a Passionist, was adopted providing that 
the Missionary Union should contro] the 
funds gathered for all purposes; that its 
periodical, The Missionary, should be the 
organ for the development of the lay 
apostate throughout the country, and 
that a society should be organized to in- 
clude every parish and family for the 
collection of comributions which should 
be limited to the means of the contrib- 

utors. 

A number of papers on work in various 
sections were read and Rev. Price, of 
North Carolina, referring to the fact that 
there are 65,000,000 won-Catholic in a 
total population of 80,000,000 in this coun- 
try, declared that it was as much the 
mission of a parish priest to look after 
the souls of non-Catholics as after the 
members of his church.

This negro had a finger 
shot @ff, which indicates that Pinckney 
and his companion, whose name is not 
known, returned the-fire. 

George Goss was with Pinckney when 
he was killed. Goss says they were hunt- 
ing cattie and rode to a negro church 
for a drink of water when they were 
fired upon by the negroes, who were con- 
cealed behind the door. Seven revolver 
shots entered Pinckney’s body and death 
was instantaneous. Goss says he had 
had trouble with the negroes and thinks 
they mistook the dead man for him. 

Over a hundred armed whites are in 
the field after the negroes. Congressman 
Pinckney left Washington today and will 
arrive home Wednesday. The dead man 
was one of the leading planters and 
stock men of this Section.

BOILER MAKERS 
NEAR A. STRIKE 


Macon Union Men Are Dis- 
satisfled Over Matters, 


Several Helpers Put in Places of the 
Regular Workmen in Machine 
Shops, and Owners Refuse 
To Treat with Union 
as Such. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April ti.—(Special.)—Thne 
union boiler makers at Schofield’s shops 
are not at work, and the idleness now on 
is due to a disagreement between the 
union boiler makers on the one side and 
the foreman and the owners of the works 
on the other side. 

The boiler makers, .the union men, o! 
whom there are ten or a dozen, have been 
receiving the regular scale of prices— 
$3.50 a day with a price and one-half tor 
over time. A few weeks ago a number 
of young men, the union men cal] them 
helpers, were put to work in the shops, 
some of them being assigned to work 
which union men had been doing. None 
of this was at al] satisfactory to tne 
older hands, the union men, and when it 
became known that these new employees 
were working on a scale which’ gave 
them $1.50 a day, or about $10 a week, 
the dissatisfaction became pronounced 
and general. Saturday afternoon three of 
the old men were let out without any 
cause being assigned other than that 
their services were no longer needed. 
This resulted in a general dissatisfaction, 
and Monday morning the union men de- 
clined to return to work. A consultation 
resulted in the refusal of the manage- 
ment to consult with a committee from 
the union, but an expressed willingness 
on the part of the management to con- 
fer with the men who had quit work as 
individuals.

Distinguished Citizen Dies. 

Macon, Ga., April 11!.—(Special.)—Edwin 
O’Connell, one of Macon’s oldest and 
most prominent citizens, died this morn- 
ing at his home, 860 Cherry street, in the 
eightieth year of his age, after a brief 
illness, during which he was surrounded 
by those nearest and dearest to him. Mr. 
O’Connell had been in declining heaitn 
for some months, but no apprehensions 
were entertained by members of his 
family up to the latter part of last week. 


_when he began failing rapidly. Mr. O’Con- 


nell had been active throughout his life, 
and when his constitution began giving 
away the decline was rapid. Death came 
early this morning. Few residents of 
Macon were more generally and more 
extensively known than Mr. O’Connell. 
He had been living fm Macon for a half 
century, and every one who knew nim 
admired, respected and esteemed him. 
For years he was one of the leading 
mercantile figures of the Central City, 
and in that line no one was more pro- 
nouncedly successful than he. He was a 
member of the board of aldermen for 
ten or twelve years, and his record as 4 
local legisiator is equal to the best the 
archives of the city can show. When the 
board of health was created by act of 
the legislature Mr. O’Connell was made 
a member of that body, and has Since oc- 
cupled a chair in that board. He enlisted 
in the confederate army when the war 
between the states broke out, and as a 
member of the fearless and famous Dole’s 
brigade he fought from the formation of 
that organization up to Appomattox. His 
wife, who was Miss Julia Kirby, and 
three children, John E., O’Connell, Miss 
Katherine Marie O’Connell and Miss 
Margaret Teresa O'Connell, survive him. 
Mr. O’Connell was a member of St. 
Joseph Catholic church, and during the 
construction of that house of worship no 
one was a freer or a more generous giver 
than he. Funeral services will be con- 
ducted tomorrow morning from the 
church, the high requiem mass being 
conducted by Father McDonnell. The 
Confederate Veterans will attend also in 
a body, as will the Catholic Knights, of 
which he was a member.

Yerent names. His real name, however, 
is deciared to be Charles Blazer, and it 
Was under this name that he is said to 
have committed the offense for which 
he was extradited from Florida. 

He is charged with cheating and swind- 
Ting in Ohio, the particular offense being 
that he bought a quantity of jewels from 
@ jeweler and gave a check on a bank 
which did not exist. 

Then he left, and it was not until two 
years later that his woereabouts became 
known. He was at that time in Tampa, 
Fla., and was under arrest by the United 
States authorities at that place charged 
with using the mails for fraudulent pur- 
poses.

MARK ATLANTAN’S FUNERAL

NSIDE St. Luke Episcopal church 

some 200 Greeks yesterday afternoon 

congregated to perform their last 
sad rites in memory of the late James 
Pagonas, counselor of the Greek society 
in Atlanta. The funeral gervices were 
conducted according to the forms of the 
Greek church, Rev. K. Kanellas, arch- 
jmandrite, of the Greek churen in Birm- 
ingham, officiating. 

The solemn services were most unusual, 
the weird chanting of the priest and his 
associates in a foreign tongue, the burn- 
ing candles about the coffin before the 
altar in the chancel, and the peculiar 
form used in tne Greek church for the 
making of the sign of the cross suggest- 
ing most vividly the minarets of Constan- 
tinople or some of the cathedrals in Rus- 
sia where at this same time the children 
of the ezar are offering prayer for the 
suceess of the Russian arms in the Far 
Past. 

To a few, not members of the Greek 
caurch, who attended the service, the sol- 
emn rites seemed to belong entirely to the 
old world, and only the rambling of heavy 
wagons on Houston street or the passing 
of noisy trolleys on Pryor street, sug 
gested the Atlanta that lay just outside 
of the half closed doors through which 
the Georgia sunshine floated to permeate 
tne heavy incense. 

With the beginning of the service the 
archmamdrite came in from the ante- 
room, not in the plain vestments that 
are a part of the Episcopal service, but 
in a cassock that suggested the Oriental 
splendor of the home churca. ‘Following 
him came four gentlemen acting as as- 
Sstants, each bearing a lighted candle, 
Arriving at the coffin around which were 
also lighted tapers, the services began 
with the chanting of a ritual by tne arch- 
imandrite and responses by his associates, 

During these chants, all of which were

pitched in a minor key that seemed as 
Strange as the Greek language used in 
the service, an acholite swung a brazen 
censor from which came an incense re- 
markably heavy. Tne chanting of the 
iiturgy was made still more foreign by 
the sounds of what appeared to be the 
tinkling of belis which forms a part of 
the service, and were heard with the every 
movement of the officiating priest. 

Through an interpreter it was learned 
that the address made bore particularly 
on the story of the resurrection from 
wnich beautiful lessons and metaphors 
were drawn suggestive of the PFastertide. 
It was al| very “beautiful, and very im- 
pressive, but it seemed as far away from 
Atlanta as the peculiar head dress of the 
archimandrite was different from that 
worn by any of the officiating clergy in 
any of the other churches of Atlanta, 
And it proved how truly cosmopolitan At- 
lanta really is with a congregafion of 250 
worshippers paying tribute to the patri- 
arch of Constantinople. the spiritual head 
of the Greek church throughout alj the 
world. 

The interment was at Wesiview ceme- 
tery, where the services were less formal, 
Charles D. Virghiotis and Nicholas C., 
both prominent Greeks of 
Atlanta, making short addresses eulogiz- 
ing the dead. Others prominent in the 
services were: James Theofiles, P, P, 
Veghiotes, Charles Miller, Nicholas James, 
Athen Prattes and John Forlides, 

Almost the entire congregation was 
comprised of men, and among all these 
there was not ore member of the de- 
ceased’s immediate connections to mourn 
his loss.

The prisoner was taken to the poiice sta- 
tion, and tnere it was agreed that he 
should be turned over to Deputy Marshall 
Rinard, representing the United States; 

Harding was now taken from the police 
station, carried to the United States build-

ing and held there. C. D,. Camp, repre- 
senting Detective Callahan, then went to 
see Judge Newman, and was advised by 
nim that the prisoner belonged to Calla- 
han, and that neither tne state authori- 
tles or the United States had any right 
to him.

POPE HONORS 
ST. GREGORY 


For First Time Since Coro- 
nation Pope Celebrates 
Mass in St, Peters, 


Roma April t!.—For the first time 
since his coronation August 4, 1903, the 
pope went this morning to St. Peters to 
@ay mass in celebration of the thirteenth 
centennial of St. Gregory the Great, who 
died in 604 A. D. The immense basilica 
of St. Peters was filled, more than 70,- 
000 persons being present. The pope 
was in the best of health. He appeared in 
the sedia gastatoria, although the mo- 
tion of this chair carried on the shoulders 
of bearers makes him ill. 

On ‘his express recommendation the au- 
dience refrained from applause or crying 
out, contenting themselves with the wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs. The inside of St. 
Peters offered as usual a grand sight 
which once seen is never forgotten. There 
were only three tribunes, for members 
of the aristocracy, diplomatic corps and 
royal families respectively. There was 
also a special reserve in the palace for 
the pope's family which was occupled by 
this three sisters. 

The Sistine choir, directed by Abbe Pe- 
rosi, who together with Maestro Bella 
has been its organizer and igstructor for 
today’s Gregorian chant, had a special 
box Mmear the throne, while grouped 
around {ft were twelve hundred youths of 
practically every nationality, race and 
color belonging to the ecclesiastical col- 
leges at Rome. The Benedictine monks 
who formed the choir were also located 
here. The arrival of Pope Pius was her- 
alded by a blare of silver trumpets. Al- 
though the procession was gorgeous as 
ever, the bright red-° of the cardinals’ 
gowns, mingling with the brown of the 
monks’ robes and the white gowns of the 
choir, the benignant figure of the pope 
under the gorgeous canopy, the pictur- 
esque ostrich fans and the glittering hel- 
mets of the guards, its reception seemed 
cold after the ffantic applause permitted 
by Pope Leo. This, however, heightened 
the effect of the choir, which greeted 
him with music as he came in. America 
was represented in the papal procession 
by the Most Rev. Roberé Seton, titular 
archbishop of Heliopolis, formerly of 
Jersey City., N. J.; Right Rev. John J. 
O'Connor, bishop of Newark, N. J.; Mon- 
signor Thomas Kennedy, rector of the 
American College at Rome; Very Rev. 
J. P. Farrelly, formerly of Nashville, 
Tenn.; Spiritual Director of the American 
College at Rome, Monsignor J. A. Staf- 
ford, and Father C. P. Carroll, of New- 
ark, N. J. 

The simple Gregorian chant, forming 
an immense volume like one voice with 
true melody, produced a remarkable ef- 
fect in St. Peters, which it is considered 
difficult to attain in small churches, The 
merit for the success goes to Abbe Pe- 
rosi, the prime mover in the introduction 
of the Gregorian chant. 

At noon the pope reentered his apart- 
ment, the procession being formed in the 
@ame manner as on entering the church, 
There was no applause and a lack of in- 
cident except that several persons faint- 
ed, especially women and soldiers who 
had been in the piazza since 4 o’clock 
thie morning.

UVR THE ORDER 


Military at Ouray, Colorado, 
Refuse To Obey Court 


Judge Stevens Orders Arrest of Of- 
ficers Commanding Troops, on 
the Charge of Contempt. 
General Bell Says He 
Will Never Obey. 


Ouray, Col., April tl.—If the military 
continues to disregard the orders of the 
court and refuses to release President 
Moyer, Attorney E. F. Richardson, rep- 


resenting the Western Federation of Min- 
ers, will apply to the state sugrame court 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The return to the writ made by Genéra] 
Bell, through Assistant District Attorney 
Howe, of Telluride, excused hig failure to 
produce the body of Mr. Moyer, on the 
ground that he deemed it unsafe to bring 
Moyer to Ouray, or to reduce the military 
force in San Miguel county by so doing, 
and that the governor had ordered him to 
disregard the writ. 

Judge Stevens said° 

“The people of Ouray will rightly re- 
sent the imputation that General Bell, or 
Captain Wélls could not come alone, and 
in safety with President Moyer before this 
court. 

“A very grave question is presented as 
to whether it is the striking miners or the 
governor of Colorado and the national 
guard that are engaged in insurrection 
and rebellion against the laws of the 
state, 

“If there is to be a reign of military 
despotism in this state, and civil author- 
ity is to have no jurisdiction, the latter 
might as well go out of business.” 

Judge Stevens refused to permit®the fil- 
ing of the return to the writ, ordered 
that Charles H. Moyer be discharged from 
custody, issued an order of attachment 
against Genera] Bell and Captain Wells, 
assessed a fine of $500 each and expres&, 
ed regret that the governor was not be- 
fore the court, as he considered him 
equally guilty with General Bell and 
Captain Wells. 

Defense of General Bell. 

Telluride, Col., April !!.—When General 
Sherman M. Bell was informed today that 
Judge Stevens had ordered himself and 
Captain Wells arrested and confined in 
the Ouray county jail on the charge of 
contempt, he said: 

“If Sheriff Corbett takes us to Ouray it 
will have to be over the dead bodies of 
all the soldiers under my command iu 
the county. He hag not got men enough 
to do that. ‘The situation demands that 
we stay in Telluride. 

‘Mr. Moyer will never be produced in 
court until Governor Peabody orders me 
to do so, unless he eSeapes and goes over 
the range on snow shoes.”

SECOND DEFEAT 
FOR RAIL MERGER 


Practical Victory for Mionesot 
in Anti-Merger Suit 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
It Has No Jurisdiction, and 
BRemands the Case to the 
Courts of the State. 


Wasington, April 1!!.—(Bulletin.)—The 
United States supreme court today de- 
cided the case of the states of Minneso- 
ta v. Northern Securities Company and 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
companies, involving the validity of the 
merger of the two railroad companies, 
holding that it was without jurisdiction 
and revexgsing the opinion of the court 
aT Te opinion was by Justice Har- 
an. 

Justice Harlan, who delivered the opin- 
lon, said that the circuit court should 
not have entertained jurisdiction in the 
case, the effect being to remand the case 
to the state courts. 

The Opinion. 

In delivering the opinion of the court 
Justice Harlan cited the facts bearing 
upon the reign and history of the case, 


| Saying that originally the suit was insti- 
| tuted by the state In ite own court, but 
| that before an. opinion could be reached | 
there it was on petition of the Securities | 
/company transferred to the circuit court | 
| for the district of Minnesota by which 


court it was dismissed. Much contro- 
versy arose over the right to remove to 
the federal court and after hearing the 
caSe argued once, the supreme court or- 
dered a second hearing on that point. 

Justice Harlan called attention to the 
fact that the proceeding was for the 
Purpose of enforcing both the state laws 
and the federal anti-trust act, saying that 
the circuit court could not have taken 
jurisdiction if officially the state statutes 
had been involved. Taking up the federal 
law and analyzing its provisions, he said 
it was clear that the case could belong 
to any of the classes provided for it. It 
ls, he said, not a criminal proceedings, 
not a suit in equity In the name of the 
United States to restrain violations of 
the anti-trust act, nor a proceeding in 
the name of the United States for the 
forfeiture of property, nor an action by 
any person or corporation for the recov- 
ery of three fold damages for injury 
done to business or property by some 
other person or corporation. The con- 
tention that the case involved the pro- 
prietary interests of the state Was not 
allowed to influence the opinion, on that 
point the court said in part: 

“The injury on account of which ‘+he 
present suit was brought ie almost only 
remote and indirect: such an injury as 
would come alike although in different 
degrees to every individual Owner of 
Property in a state by reason of the 
Suppression, in violation of the act of 
congress of free competition between two 
interstate carriers engaged in business in 
such state. 


Would Open the Doors, 

“If Minnesota may, by an origina) suit 
in its name, invoke the jurisdiction of 
the circuit court because alone of the 
alleged remote and indirect injury to its 
Proprietary interests arising from the 
mere absence of free competition in trade 
and commerce ag carried on bs interstate 
carriers within its limits, then every 
state upon like grounds may maintain, 
in its name, a suit in a circuit court of 
the United States against interstate car- 
riers engaged in business within their 
respective limits.’’ 


The court also refused to hold tha® 


| Minnesota's dignity or rights as a state 


would be affected under article IV of 
the federal constitution by permitting 
the stock of corporations of that state 
to be held by an outside corporation like 
the Securities company. Justice Harlan 
said the court did not think the article 
of the constitution had any bearing 
whatever on the question, adding: 

“It only prescribes a rule by which 
courts, federa} and state, are to be guid- 
ed when a question arises in the progress 
of a pending sult as to the faith and 
credit to be given by the court to the 
public acts, records and judicial pro- 
ceedings of a state other than that in 
which the court is sitfing. He said in 
conclusion: i 

“After the reasons stated, we are of 


opinion that the suit does not, to use }{ 


the words of the act of 1875, really and 
substantially involve a dispute or con- 
troversy within the jurisdiction of the 
circuit court for the purposg of a final 
decree. That being the case, the circuit 
court, following the mandate of the stat- 
ute, could not have proceeded therein, 
but should have remanded the cause to 
the state court. The decree of the circuit 
court is reversed and the case is sent 
back with the directions that it be re- 
manded to the state court.” 

The opinion of the court was unanil- 
mous, 

How Minnesota Regards Decision. 

St. Paul, Minn., April !1.—The supreme 
court decision in the case of Minnesota 
against the merger is considered by the 
state’s legal officers a virtual victory for 
the state, although it puts the litigation 
back exactly where it was when the 
suit was first begun. This was the origi- 
nal suit against the merger, begun before 
the federal government started its ac- 
tion. It was transferred from the state 
to the federal court. Judge Lochran, in 
the federal district court, took jurisdic- 
tion without much question and decided 
the case on its merits against the state, 
The United States supreme court now 
says virtually that Judge Lochran should 
not even have assumed jurisdiction, much 
less decided that the merger was a legal 
corporation that could not be reached by 
the laws of Minnesota. The suit now 
goes back to the state courts. The at- 
torney general's office, in view of the dis- 
solution of the merger ordered by the su- 
preme court, may decide to drop the liti- 
gation. But it is considered probable that 
it will be pushed in order to secure a 
test of the constitutionality of the state 
law forbidding the consolidation of the 
parallel and competing lines of railroads, 
The state and the merger attorneys both 
joined in urging upon the United States 
supreme court that the federal courts had 
jurisdiction and the state filed a supple- 
mentary brief supporting that view.

DEMOCRATS WAIT 
FOR CONVENTION 


Senator Teller’s Reply to Ques- 
lion from Republican, 


Republican Asked Who Would Be 
Democratic Nominee for Presi- 
dency, and Was Answered. 
Debate in Senate on the 
Postoffice Bill. 


Washington, April !!.—The Culberson 
amendment to the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill, providing for a commission to 
investigate the postoffice department, 
was before the senate all of today and 
after being ruled out of order was pend- 
ing in modified form when the senate 
adjourned. 

Mr, Gorman made an earnest plea for 
an investigation, saying the postoffice 
department had cast reflections upon 
members of congress and that a thor- 
Ough examination should be had. Mr. 
Aldrich answered that the amendment, 
as finally modified, meant nothing; that 
if an investigation was to be had, it 
should be “a Live one.’’ He said that if 
any specific charges were brought in they 
should be looked into by congress, but 
that the demand should not be made a 
part of a general appropriation bill, 

Semi-political speeches were made by 
Messrs. Teller and Simmons. Mr. Teller 
said Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
era] Bristow had stated that seavers got 
only $26,090 and Machen $20,000 and yet 
the government had been defrauded out 
of a total of $3,200,000. It was this 
amount in which there was interest, 
There was high authority for saying the 
postoffice department ought to be Iin- 
vestigated further. The president and 
his two atorneys had said this, that the 
republicans of the senate had begged 
the question and declared there was 
nothing further to be investigated. Re- 
ferring to the charge made a few days 
ago that the democrats did not know 
Weslo their candidate for the presidency 
would be, Mr. Teller said: 

‘“‘No, Mr. President, we do not know 
whether it will be Cleveland, Parker, 
Hearst or Bryan. The democratic party 
never knows who it is going to nominate 
until after its convention meets.” 

Mr. Simmons answered the recent 
Speech of Mr, Spooner, who defended 
Postmaster General Payne, from what he 
treated as an attack by Mr. Simmons in 
previous remarks. Mr. Simmons declared 
today that his remarks in relation to the 
reluctancy of the postoffice department 
to undertake an investigation referred 
to hesitancy On the part of Former Post- 
master General Smith and not to the 
present postmaster general, Mr. Payne. 
He reiterated, however, his belfef that 
the inveStigation had been delayed, and 
also that the present postmaster general 
had not treated fairly the offer of S. W. 
Tulloch to give testimony in regard to 
conditions in the department. This act 
of discouragement, said Mr. Simmons, 
was calculated to deter the work of un- 
earthing the scandals in the department. 

Returning to his speech of a fortnight 
ago, when he referred to the selection 
by the democrats of a candidate for the 
presidency, Mr. Simmons said he had 
been charged with advocating the gselec- 
tion of a neutral man. He enumerated 
what qualifications he had demanded 
such as a calm, well poiséd disposition 
and mind, judicia] and conservative tem- 
perament and asked whether that would 
be regarded a neutral man. Turning to 
the republican side, he said, he supposed 
the candidate wanted was one who would 
overturn affairs of the twentieth century, 
make new laws when the present ones 
do not suit, and treaties with foreign 
countries without the advice or consent 
of the senate. He said the country has 
witnessed the spectacle of a president helg 
upon the one hand as a trust buster and 
on the other as a safe man for business 
interests. 

‘We have had the spectacle of the only 
origina] trust buster, the attorney general 
who has acted as lord high executioner, 
and a score or more assistants,”’ said Mr, 
Simmons, and “they have managed to 
find two trusts to prosecute.” Continuing, 
Mr. Simmons asked: 

“What do the people want—a man who 
will execute their will or a man who will 
bend them to his will?’ 

Speaking of the demands for congres- 
sional investigation of executive depart- 
ments, Mr. Simmons said if it were found 
upon a thorough examination that the 
departments were free from frauds it 
would result in benefit to the republican 
party and perhaps injury to the democrat- 
ic party. 

Mr. Simmons reviewed the investigation 
fh the postoffice department, particularly 
in reference to the career of Mr. Machen, 
He spoke of Mr. Machen’s alleged pecula- 
tions and referred to the Bristow report 
to show that his intriguing was not bold 
until Mr. Heath becagne first assistant 
postmaster general. Mr. Simmons said 
that only three of the persons found to 
have been,mixed up in the postoffice 
frauds were appointed under democratic 
administrations. 


An Inquiry Imperitive. 

Mr. Gorman made a plea for favorable 
action on the Culberson amendment, say- 
ing that the conditions in the department 
were such as to make an inquiry imper- 
ative. He said that the report of the 
fourth assistant postmaster general prac- 
tically charges members of congress with 
being confederates of Machen and Beav- 
ers and that on this account congress 
could not in justie to itself, refuse to 
make an inquiry.

Germans Report a Victory 
Over the Rebellious 
Africans. 


Berlin, April 11.—The. foreign office fe- 
ceived today the following dispatch from 
Colonel Luetwein, the governor of Ger- 
man Southwest Africa: 

‘With the united principal division and 
western division I attacked the enemy’s 
chief force, about 3,000 strong, at On- 
ganjira. The Hereros were in a strong, 
semi-circular position on a hill fronting 
the northwest. We first flanked and 
forced back the enemy’s left wing and 
then attacked the center and right. Two 
energetic counter attacks of the enemy 
against our left were repulsed. The en- 
emy’s position was broken through at 
nightfall after eight hours’ fighting, and 
the enemy was driven back on all sides. 
The chief forces apparently retired in a 
northeasterly and easterly direction. Our 
losses include Lieutenant Von Estorff and 
Von Erffa and two cavalrymen killed; 
Lieutenant Rosenberg and five men se- 
verely wounded and five men slightly 
wounded. The enemy’s loss has not yet 
been ascertained, but was heavy, 


owing to the excellent effect of our ar- 
tillery fire.

But as long as the market is dead and 
dead-locked, ‘there is nothing to pay 
for the risk. Spot people will not admit 
there is any business, and believe prices 
are too high. Some traders, however, 
look for higher prices later. Between 
the two the market halts. Receipts are 
almost nothing. As long as this is true 
it is hard to break the market, though 
an advance js not in order. We feel more 
inclined to the buying side a good

Started the New York Market Upward 
With Some Vigor. 


MONEY REPORTED ABUNDANT 


$1,000,000 Gold Engaged for Ship- 
ment to Paris—Renewal of Ad- 
vance in Union Pacific 
Freshened Up Late 
Market. 


New York, Apri! !!.—The stock market 
was almost at a standstill for the greater 
part of today, but lost little ground, 
Prices started upward wih some vigor, 
and there was a tentative effort to extena 
the advance by developing new points of 
strength upon which to sustain prices, as 
was successfully done last week, but the 
attempt met with less success today. 
News bearing on stock market conditions 
was not important and was not of much 
influence. It is probab‘e, however, that 
the hesitation of the market was due in 
part to the pending hearing at St. Pauli 
tomorrow of the motion to enjoin the 
pro rata distribution of the Northern 
Securities assets. Reported interviews 
with the principals to this litigation 
breathed a spirit of threatening that was 
not reassuring to the market, which 1s 
weighed up on by a conviction that the 
mystery of this proceeding and the stock 
market operations in Union Pacific is stiil 
hidden. The almost buoyant tone of the 
London marked helped the opening 
strength here. Abundance of money 18s 
reported available in all the world’s mar- 
kets, but the course of surplus funds 
seems to be toward Paris. Shipments 
were made of gold today to that destina- 
tion from London and $!,000,000 was en- 
gaged here. The extreme ease of money 
here facilitates the outward movement 
of gold.
